usefulness does not depend upon natural 
or acquired nbilitieR, the j?ift of tonjjues^ 
tho ahilitj" to speak well, or anything 
else so Miueh as power from on high. A 
man may have all the^e ariornmcuLs and 
he nothing mote than a ^oundin^^rnaa 
or rt tinkling eymbnl— n curse nO any 
ehureh, and not a bieHsiu^. It \h men 
nnd women clothed with the power of 
the Holy Ghoat that are needed to oc- 
cupy our pnlpits, our platforms, nnd to 
stand behind the deekB to proclaim the 
truth, tho wliole truth, iijid noLhiiis hr.r 
the Iririh. it is men and women -whone 

needed to convert ihe ivoild. It is not. 
neeensary that they should be B.A*r,- 
M.A's, nor D.D's to be elhcient and suc- 
cessful miuiFiterfi and Ronl-winners. 
MoscR pleaded tbnt he wjig not eloquent. 
tJiat he waB slow of ppeech. Some of 
the bent of the old prophets cpoke with 
n Gtnmmerinp tongue, but they spoke 
wi'iLi power, and men and wnmen trem- 
bled under their mighty uttorances- 
i^aul was not couHidei'i^d, in aume eirduH, 
nn oloqtient epenkerT for they said that 
hifl speech was contemptible. The dis- 
ciples whom Christ cnmmisaioned and 



sent forth to convert the world were 
unlearned men— but they were filled with 
the Holy Gho.st. Billy Bray, commonly 
called the Kiiig^s Sou ; Diek Hampden, 
Sammy Hick, Billy Dawson, were all 
men of mighty power, hecnuse they 
were Holy Ghost men. and guilty sinnevR 
wept, repented, prayed, confessed their 
sins, and hooame converted nnder their 
ministry. D. L. Moody was not an 
eloquent preaeher, but he had power both 
with God and man, because the spirit nf 
God was in him. and Inrgely developed 
in him ; and Catherine Booth's main 
power was power from on biph. Thus 
God tath chosen the foohsh things of 
Uif world to confound th,o things which 
are mighty ; and base things of the 
world, and things which ure despised 
hath God chosen, yea, and thiur^g which 
9_r- not, to bring to neusht tb?uj>^ Ibnt 
are, that iiu Gts'u huouIu giory in tLiR 
presence. (I. Cor. i. 27-29.) Things 
(hat are not God hath eho«en. That 
was why Ho chose Jesus Christ, Who 
made Himm>lf of no reputation, and 
became obedient unto death, even the 
death of tho cross. Therefore God hath 
highly exalted Him, nnd that is the only 
way God will exnlt any one of us. It 
was only w^hen Luther could oay, 
" Martin Luther doos not live here, 

Jgcus thrill Lives ifor«»," 
that God could use Luther, 1 1 
was only when Panl could say, 
" I am erneified with Christ, 
nevertheless, T livp, and yet no longer I, 
but Christ liveth in me,'* thnt Paul 
could bo wRcd of God. A Christrnn En- 
deavorer thouf^ht he had offended a 
Ch-istir.r. Trcrlicr, hccin^r thr;-. Wtili iioi 
time for him to speak at a certain con- 

rie replied, "I r.ever- thnngbt of it. I 
ara dciid," Iw paid. It is- when we are 
dead to self, and Rin, nnd the world, 
thnt God can use us, nnd qualify us for 
Chrifltinn work by filling us with His 
Spirit. We muEst cot our Iii:ht. and life, 
nnd power from Chribt. Someone has 
given UB n picture which hos boon oft 
repented, of the iichtinK of the torebos 
in the Holy Sepujehro nt EnBtcr-timc. 
The huildinc is crowded, I Ruppose. by 
a thousnnd or more of the memhorR of 
the Greek Clmrch. Tho patriarch come-i 
—nil in dnrkneas, but they make war in 



the throne ns he pasgos along. Ho goes 
through the curtains into the place 
where the body of Christ is supposed to 
have lain, and wnits — not a word, not a 
sound, scarcely a breatli is heard. A 
fnll hour passes by, and the breathless 
tlironi; wait thrive in the great, dense, 
darkness. Suddenly there is a move- 
T'-.Qi.i : suddenly they see a spark, and 
out comeij the patriarch from the sepul- 
obre, out from tho darkncps, bringiuj: 
with him light, a torch thai is liehtt-d. 
lustantly there arc a hundred hnndfi 
stretched out for it, and Inke tho torch 
and ,pas5 it from hand to band ; torches 
are stretched out nutil they rcaeh it and 
are kiudled fitiiu it, until it Lhuusiind 
torches bum v,-ith the light that comes 
from the tomb of Christ. Out into the 
streets of Jerusalem, out into tho high- 
ways and byways they go. Mid otiier 
torches ore lighted froic theirs, uutil 
Iht whole land glows with the fire thnt 
comes from tbo tomb of the Saviour. In 
oTosinp this lesson, let me ask you to 
come with me into the place of tht^ 
death of Jesus Christ, until we shall he 
tTiielfied with Him. May the veiy 
Christ that lay in the Sepulchre light our 
torches to-night .ind hold His torch out 
to thiH congrecntion nntil the lipht of 
God nnd the tongue of fire shall toucb 
you all, thnt you may go cut into the 
streets, and villages, and ti.wns^ "lid 
cities, of this nnd every other Uiud. and 
the whole world shall be touched with 
tbe light of God, and the tongue of 
iiame, and tho fire of Pent*?enst, from 
th^ grave of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Jamaican Captain

Oupt. ArthuL' Mulleua is the talledt 
and moat euaiuiuudlng-loukiog officer we 
havo — and we hnve a few tall ones, 
"They tell me I turn after my firraud- 
father in this reepect,** he says ; "he 
wan a Lttfuteuant-Coloncl in the Queen's 
army, a race-horse owner, nnd a notor- 
ioua cock-fighter. He is said to have 
died an oivfcl dentti, hut T am on my 
happy way to heaven. Thaoks he to 
God and tho Salvation Army !" 

The Captuln'u g^randmother was a 
black woman, a slave,- so that lie in 
what wo coll "colored," und not hluek. 

But he shall tell the story of his life 
and eonvci'Bion in his own way : 

Thfi Captfiln's Tale. 

"I was horn in Jamaica, so LhaL this 
Ifjiand is half the world to mc— aud the 
bifigest half, too» The sea keeps mo 
baek. I begun to Borve tho devil when 
but 14 years of nge hy learnine to drink, 
gamble, Bwcar, hlaBph<!inc, ond to live 
an immoral life. Stili, I prided myself 
that I did it 'as a gentleman,' nnd heintr 
very careful to dcess like one, everybody 
look me for such. Feeling that I was n 
bit above eultivatlng the auil, I slnrli^d 
a small school in a district where there 
was none, and so got to ho known to 
the £)piscopa]ian minister, '>vho poid us 
periodical visits. After a while he gave 
me permission lu couduc-t divine service 
in the school-room every alternate Sun- 
day, and said that if I wonld hut study 
theology he would make me his 
i^nttfchirit, and would give me a regular 
salary. However^ I thought this was 
too much of a good thing, and did not 
accept his offer. I used to read the 
prayotB from the prayer-nook, give out 
and help sing the hymus, and then read 
a short Ecrmon^ or holf of o long one^ 
iiuiu a seiiuon-book, Sei'viee over, I 
would light a cigar as the people went 
out, &nd then go round to the .hack 
door of a rinu'Shop (drlnkiug'^saloon) and 
drink, swr^np, AHfl Rmnlco for the hnlnnef^ 
of the Sabbath, 

'*My mother was always afraid that 
the minister would hear of my doings, 
hut I don't think he was very spiritual 
himself, at all evdutti, he used to smokt^ 
and drink, so could not say much to 
me. 

"The Gtory of my debauchery would 
be too hlaek and demoralizing for public 
print. No horEc-raee, no ball-room, wa» 
complete without 'Mass* Arthur/ as they 
n^ed to call :\ie, 

Alma^t a Murderer. 

"I very nearly becamii a murdcrcL* 
once. I hiid been provoked by a man 
while drlub'uL,', and I called the Lord lo 
witness that I would take his life. 
RiiAtchiug Ji sun from the hand of a 
hy-Btander, I atti>mpted to shoot him, bnt 
the cap wouiil not go off. Then I ran 
and fetCAi^d u razor, but on coming baek 
I was stoppc:! by a uuiriber of people, 
who held me down while tliey took it 
away from :ne. Then I awore ugaiTi 
that he shouldn't live any longer than 
three weeks. But within that time the 
Lord, in His mercy, changed me into 
another man, ho tlint I never tT.rricd out 
uiy threat. 

"It was like this. The Sulvu'tiou Aruiy 
began its work in an adjaeeut' district, 
and one or two of my friends, whom I 
- used to gamble with, got converted, auU 
woidd gamble no more. Then I heard 
that our nilniRter had preached against 
the Army, saying they were anti-christs. 
So, of course, I said the same thing) and 
determined from that time to upset 
them. I was too much of a gentleman, 
I thought, to hohave liko a hlackgaaril 
lit their meetings, so I sent for a man 
wha I thought would undertake tho job. 
and I offered him sevoa pounds cash, if 
he, with the asslBtsuce of others^ would 
beat the CaptalUt smash .up the.drums^ 
iiud pull down the bpoth they had their 
meetiiiirR in. But VW bii hound (r tUpy 
didn't get hold of him, and some of his 
set, and tlie next time I saw him hcM 
got on u 4jd. per yard turkey red jacket, 
which he called his uuiform 1 So I de- 
termined tu so myself, and took an extra 
drink to give me courage, and some vig- 
ors to smoket But it seemed as If the 
Onptaln preached about me especially, 
and I said if I could only find oht who 
told him about me, I'd pop bis blessed 
neck I So I went away swearing 1 would 
never return : but I was there again the 
nest ufght, feeling as mlaerable aa I 
could, and yet laughing and mocking at 
those who cried for morcyt and soao 



who fell down on the clay soil, and soiled 
their clothes. I pave aivny soroe cignrfi 
to friends, and we tried to fill up the 
booth with tobacco smoke, but It seemed 
to make me worse insteod of better. If 
I*d a revolver I should have been tempt- 
ed to shoot the Captaia, for I felt mad 
when he spoke of my sins, and spoke of 
MB as 'youag church members.' When 
going out ho eent a parting shot 
after me. Says he, *If you go to the bot- 
tom of the sea, God ia there ; if yon 
make your bed in hell, you cnonot gi:t 
away from Him.' These were the words 
ihui niude me run' as if eomcone was 
after me, and when I got home neither 
rum nor tobnceo would drive them away. 

Tho Remedy. 
A woman came along nud saw what was 
the matter with me, as I lay rolling nnd 
groaning on the sofa. 'Send for the 
Army Captain,' she cried. And when 
he aud the other Salvationists came and 
sang and prayed with mo, tho evil spirit, 
that had possessed me all my life, aud 
had grown bolder in wiekcdncas, came 
nut, and left me rejoicing in God's love. 
"This wna on the 8th night of July, 
1889, nud the' first thing I wanted to ptit- 
on was a bit of aniform, as an outward 
sign of spiritual grace. I joiued the 
Army straight away, and began testify- 
ing at the meetings. Many predicted 
that I wouldnH hold out long, but I 
found God'a grace sufflcjcnt. They said 
thit to break off drinlnug and smokiug 
sn RUddeniy would I'uin my health, but

You hasten from the Home to catch the 
night mail train lo Bczwada, the Pro- 
vincial Headouarters fnr oiir Tebjgu 
v.-orl;— seventeen hours' railway joiiiiicy, 
during "*hich ;oii purify UiruugU sevcvai 
large towns and licoces of villnecs, grad- 
uallj' JeaTin^ the TnmiJ-flppnking people 
behind, nnd gotting amongst the Tplugu- 
spcnterB. This is the sweetest of Ina- 
guages from the Dravidian root. The 
Telugus are exceedingly courteous in 
manner, very intelligent, hut somcwhot 
'timid. We also worit nmongst the peer 
ryot3 or farm loborers. We shake hnud:i 
here with Major Sukh-Singh (Blowers), 
who is iu couimnud uf the Territory, and 
board the train for a thirty-six houn^' 
iouraey by q fast mail train to Poena. 
The vast stretch of countt3" trttvoi'sed. 
with its millions of population, has yet 
to he worked by the Army. The fields 
ere indeed ripe unto tlie hnrvest. Oh, 
Ijord, graciously send lis the laborers ! 

The city of Fooua i.t far cooler than 
any town or city we liavc yet visited. 
This is the Headquarters of the Mah- 
ratti TeiTltory. Tinvcllint' amongst the 
villages where we work is very tedioue 
"".d Blow. The Mahrattas are a bravo, 
H'ar-Iikc race, highly Intelligent, and 
make very capable administrators. Thej 
have distinguished themeelTes as Diwans 
(Prim,; Uinlsters) of several Tributai-y 
Indian States, having their own Rnjnhs 
(Kings). Our work here, as in otlier 
parts of this immense stretch of country, 
is jinioiigBt the poors.'it fnim laborotri. 
The Hindoos are very superatitious ond 
bigoted in this part of India. 

It in only tkncc who toil amongst these 
dark mAsses who enn properly under- 
stand what superstition und bigotry in 
Hinduism meau. 

Qreat Odds to Faos, 

It is impossible to convey aay idea ul 
what great odds have to he faced, and 
fdught patiently for long, weary months, 
keeping the soul bright aud fresh with 
Christ's love, before a few families can 
be captured for the Lord. Thank Goil, 
in the end there is Tlctory. 

Tho woary, lip-hill toll has resulted in 
glorious victory for our flag. 

Perhaps the villogc of Delgaon, nonr 
Satara, Tvouid be the most convenient 
plnee for yon to visit as a sample of our 
Mah-'ntta vit'igc '.var, 
. The Poor Man's Village Temple is n 
curious combination In tliiH ;Mrt of fb-.- 
country. It serves ub a sort of "Town 
Hall" ns well as a place where the idol- 
god IE worshipped. 

Imagine to yourself what n triumphant 
day It would be for the patient white 
laseie-offlcer who tolled in this village, 
vrhen ahe aacteuibled her first few con- 
verts to worship God aud His Christ in 
the very place where they, with super- 
stitious fear, used to hless their Idol- 
god. 

Well, this happened some months agu. 
Biuce then wb have made greater In- 



roads ; we have now a barracks of our 
own, where our converts, young nnd 
old, would gather to welcome you as a 
fellow-worshipper of their nev-'-found 
Saviour and Friend. 

ics ! ^rith deafening elicris iiuu luuu 
Uallclujnhs, you would be greeted as 
you made your way to the platform, 
for did Ihcy not present Ibeir idol, threu 
years ago, to Commissioner Howard, 
when he visited them, and ore iustly 
pvoud ot their new llukti (Sali'utiou) 
temnlc. 

Ten Years' Sacrifice. 

It was amongst these people that 
Brig. ■£uddb Bai (Baunistcr) ten years 
ago devoted her life to start tbc Army 
work.

Wa lonV nhmit tli" HeB(l- 
quarters, but find Commissioner Hig- 
gins is aw2,v on a tour of iuspeetioo. 

Mnjnr Hira Singh (Hoe), one of our 
Indian veterans, now acting in the cap- 
acity of auditor of finances for the diff- 
erent Indian Territories, is also away, 
but his brave and devoted wife, Anirit 
Bai, welcomes us to benighted Bombay 
with a beatninr; smile, and shows us 
over tbe Hescne Home. 

A drive on the tram through the city 

gives one a feeling of sadness to see 

these Christless multitudes absorbed in 

buying and selling nnd money-malting.

This was to be done hy the 
mighty miracle which God would work 
through His servant, making bini the 
cbaunel of Divine power. 

It was not tbe ijrst time that the 
waters of Jordan hud been divided. The 
river's depth wna fluctuutiug— ouiuetimcs 
full and sometimes shallow— and dudug 
spasmodic seasons bad been knowu to 
tall very low. As with some of the 
other miracles wrous.'lit ou behalf of tliu 
Children ot Israel, the miracle lay not 
so much iu the ucLual wonder as iu the 
precision with which Providence ordaiu- 
cd its occurrence to suit the people's one 
lived. Plagues of flies or locusts might 
have bwopt over lands before, but they 
came as national catastrophes, while 
those which came upon Egypt 
wore ibo punishment of oppres- 
sion and the deliverance ot de- 
fencelessness. Elvers' depth might have 
ebbed aud flowed with the sudden out- 
bursts ot natural ecccutricities, bnt bore 
the wuter's timely separation twice 
opened a woy for the fi-ct nf the clio.scii 
people from tbe wrath of their enemies, 
and tbe privations of the wilderness, to 
the laud prnmised of God. And what 
made the miracle more ttrondcrfnl was 
the fact that the dividing or the waters 
came at a time when Jordan was 
swollen aud uontrollcd by a apcciaily 
strong oad swift current. But disad- 
vantageous cireumstaucca luukc no dif- 
ference to God. Hia power can as 
easily thrust hack tbe foaming torrent 
lis diy up tbe rippling brook. 

How different was this crossing to that 
of forty years before, bow many changes 
l.iy between the Red Sea and 
the Jordan. Then they had had 
their enemies behiud them, and an 
altogether unknown fltid in front ; here 
they had the wilderness of their long 
soiourning, sinning, and repenting behind 
them aud the foe in front— hut n foe 
whom God had promised should be de- 
livered into their bands. The rememb- 
rance of God's mercy behind tliem, the 
promisee of His providence before them 
—Israel had a,-, eaii=e for alarm for the 
present with such security of tbe p.ist 
und foretold safety for the future.

be. If other renders and writers 
find the enp fits, they may put it on. 

The first mistake Is by thp man who 
capitalizes eTCtythiug. The moat In- 
signifiuaul parls of spcecb rank with the 
bigbcet in his re[>ort. There is Bcnrccly 
a word which he does not J^egiu with a 
ciipitul, and we have to go wading 
IhruagU the whole to diHcover what his 
urnnmcntcd linca mean. 

Then there Is the correspondent who 
goes to the other extreme and ignorcB 
liig letters altogether. A very screwed- 
u[) meegre-looking report is bis. 
tnTcin?- just as much time ne the fore- 
goiug to make out~to find when; sen- 



tenees begin and where they end, and 
to yiek out what is the name ot a person 
nud what is the name of a thing. 

Lastly, and this is the worst of the 
three, there is the pen which combines 
the faults ot both ot these in a most 
distracting way. In this specimen of 
writing you find the name ot a pliicc, 
like Toronto or Haiifas, written w-ith a 
small letter, while a word like bnrraelis 
or meeting hna a Dourishing catiicel. 

So much for fuult-lindin;;, only cmougb 
to show the need of the following hints 
U6 to when and where to use a capital 
letter at the beginum^ of a word. 

Use a capital for all proper name^ of 
people, such as General William Booth : 
of places, such aa Toronto, Caniida ; of 
special titlea, such as the Bible, the 



Use a capital for all words that speak 
of God, whether King ot Kicgs, Je- 
hovah, Prince of Peace, Son of God, 
Holy Ghost, Bock of Ages, etc., etc. 
All other words which refer to God 
should also be oapitoJizcd, such as, 
"God's power was felt in the meetings, 
bless His holy Kamo." 

Dec a capital for all titles, such na 
Major, Captain, President, 
Mayor, etc 

Use a capital for points of the eom- ' 
PUBB when repreBcuting special parts of 
the country, such as the ice-bound North, 
the beautiful Bast, the annny South, or 
the fertile TV'eat. 

Use a capital tor the beffiuning of 
direct quotations, sueh as : The Captain 
said, "Now ia the time to get saved," 
but do not use a capital for an indirect 
quotation, such as : The Captain said 
that "there wiis daagtr in delaying sal- 
vation/'

CHAPTER SSV. 
QRERK UNDER ROME. 

For three hundred years Greece torn 
ed several provinces ot the Roman En 
pire, garrisoned hy Roman troops an 

under the direct rule ot Roman magi 

trates. There was some semblance i R^ 
self-government left to the cities to ket h« 
the people contented. 

About the year 300 A, D., the ba. 
barian nations ot the Dannhe threatenc 
to invade Thraee and Thessaly, _ 

made occasional raids into rich village l-« ^ 
which they robbed. The Roman Empij t « ^_'., o^ 
at that time was getting weaker, ar =- - ''Ita^^ 
the Emperor, Diocletian, decided that 
was beyond the power ot one man 
keep such. an extensive territory in aul BiC=^S' 
JectioE. He, therefore, divided the Ea Pi^^' 
pire into two parts, uinking bis frieuc Sf* 
Masinian, Emperor of the Enst, ov( Kv' 
the Grcek-speuking half, while he rctnii 
ed the West, or Latin-speaking part. 

The two halves were again joine 
under Constantinc the Groat, the fir; 
Christian Emperor, He considered to 1- 
more in the centre ot his territory it h 
moved bis capital to Greece, and a 
seloeted the ancient city of ByzautiuD 
which he beautified and re-named Coj 
■ etantinoDle, 

Another Emperor, Julian, a cousin t 
Consianrinc, was so fascinated hy th 
uuciuuc philosophies, still taught i 
Athens, the tity of learning, tiiat b, 
seriously thought of again enforcing ti 
old hcnihea w-ays and worship. He wa 
however, killed in on expedition ogaim 
Persia, and the old idol-worship soo 
fell into disuse. 

Christian Bishops were annolnted fr 
every city, and these Bishops anni 
were under the oversight ot a Pntrinrcl 
Greece wns under the Patriarch of Coi 
atantinople. 

The early Cbtistian worship was, i 
general, fashioned much after the Jewii 
ceremonial, and the chnrches were gel 
orally an imitation of the Temple c 
Jerusalem. Christianity now becam 
popular, and with its popularity prid 
and worldlincss crept in, also grossf 
sins. Many grieved nt this nnd retirt' 
to little islands and desert plncea. Thet 
people were called hermits, nnd we! 
the foundation of the monnatery systen 
which so flourished in Bftcr years. 

Theodosius was a good Emperor, nnl 
once letting uia wrath lead him into 
great cruelty. The Thcssnlonians ha 
iimlibed .-ind killed their guvernar an 
some of his offleials, who had imprisons
